Stuyvesant Fish, the former pres- 


„ident of the Illinois Central Railféed,

naturally biased in his view by his 
personal defeat in business, prophe- 
sies untold commercial and industrial 
disasters for the immiediate future. 
On the contrary, George J. Gould, 
the reigning president of a great sys- 
tem of railroads, on the same day with 
a emiling countenance and an eye full 
of hope, declared: “The business con- 
ditions of the country look very en- 
couraging and the immense volume 
of business done by the railroads in 
1906 will not only be equaled, in my 
judgment, but surpassed during the 
present year. There is no industrial 
crisis, and while the market has de- 
clined recently it is my belief mat it 
is a temporary but healthful reaction.” 
Place alongside this bright outlook 
the dolefaul prophecy of Fish. Which 
is right? Gould is a great railroad 
builder as well as a great railroad pres- 
ident.
